16 Hawaii, down under, and in between: DXing Polynesia and beyond 
By Jay Murley 


It can be a long, long haul, but they're being heard. And accurately reported. 
And properly verified, by a cross-section of chief engineers who, by and large, are 
the most conscious of what constitutes a solid report of their profession around the 
world. a 

Tarawa, in the Gilbert and Ellice Islands, has been logged in Fla., Ga., Va., 
Pa., and a host of other eastern locations. Aussies have made it from Massachusetts 
to Florida - and most states to the west of the eastern seaboard. New Zealand is 
commonly reported, and even from the east. And Hawaii? Jerry Conrad taped five in 
a short period in Floride. A few of the other countries range from difficult to un- 
pelievably difficult: Fiji, the Samoas, the Carolines, Cook Islands, Midway, Tahiti, 
and the Solomons. But, they're there. And they make DXing targets of above-average 
interest, 

Characteristically, it's a different sort of DXing than the largely-western TP 
chasing or equally-eastern TA hunting. Nor is it like dissecting’ most of the Latins, 
though it bears resemblance to hunting elusive Deep South Americans. Aurora blankets 5 
don't preclude reception. In fact, a good aurora storm back east often aids the 
western DXer in increasing his Hawaiian and DU totals. Especially if the DXer doesn't 
have that final say over his sleeping hours to enable tuming down the dial in the wee 
small hours when certain frequencies open up, a8 North American stations sign-off for 
transmitter maintenance! 

As many DXers have yet to positively log their first Hawaiian, much less a DU, 
let's take it from the top. The ground rules have to be heeded. 

First, there's the temptation to let your imagination assist in overcoming the 
weak signals getting through to your earphones. Don't, If there's any part of the 
world where a bad report to a station leaves a bad taste with knowledgeable chief 
engineers, it's the mid-Pacific and beyond. Alen Roycroft in Honolulu certainly 
knows which reports were logged from WRTH or Standard Rates and Data, and if you try 
to sneak a bad report for KORL on 650 - wait ‘til you try to get a verie for such 
stations as KAIM, KCCN, KHAI, KIKI, KKUA, KOHO, KUMU, or, in all likelihood, KTRG's 
and KHAI's eventual successors on 990 and 1090. Because Royeroft is Chief Engineer 
for them all! Ox consider heavily-reperted Tarawa: Alan Merriman's first tape was 
tumed down as inconclusive (I heard it and I would have verified it}; making the 
verie that resulted from Virginia's second reception just that much more valuable in 
Alan's collection! And you can't cop out with a lack of detail: one well-known 
DXer's reputation still suffers from a one~line reception report sent to New Zealand 
and released into the DX world by a local DXer! The incident isn't recent, but came 
up in discussion as recently as the Memorial Day weekend get-together in Riverside, 
Califomia. 

So don't ID unless you are positive. Let's assume you hear definite Polynesian 
music on 1420 at 0730 GMT. Western Samoa! For in Apia, it's sunset: is it enough 
for an ID? Well, it's 9:30 PM in Honolulu and a loop busy nulling something else 
isn't going to give a mainland DXer much direction-finding comfort. Especially with 
KCCN, Honolulu, having a sign-off two and a half hours later - and a format of 100% 
Polynesian music. If you don't get enough for a positive ID, report it to the bulle- 
tin as a tentative, including enough data to let others assist you. 

You're probably going to need a loop to build your totals, unless you're a West 
Coast DXer shooting for Honolulu on single=skip nights with a clear. horizon from your * 
home to the ocean. On single skip nights hereabouts, Fonolulu and Hilo can come in 
on a very low angle. Second-skip reception prevails as far east as the Great Plains. 
Tarawa, the elusive Samoans, the variable Marshall Islands, and difficult Tahiti tend 
to be third-skip in the West. And fourth skip in the Northeast. By the time you 
analyze Australian reception in New England, you've got a number of long skips at 
rather low angles. Don't expect too many of these maltiple-skip receptions to keep 
your Semeter glued at a readable S-7. .At best, they'll fade. Often with long, deep 
fades, One minute of readable audio followed by four minutes of nothing but QRM is 
often tne rule. So excluding, perhaps, the Hawaiians in the westerm states, be pre=- 
pared to spend five minutes or so on each frequency. 
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During the summer, for instance, this can be difficult, You'll probably have 
your gain peaked wide open chasing DU's and the like - and that isn't too pleasant 
when most of the country is in darkness with thunderstorms pounding only a thousand 
miles away. Summer reports of the DU's are fewer in number, because QRM levels are 
so high on the mainland. One tip on the West Coast: avoid the ear-shattering storms 
to the east by tuning in the final hour before dawn. When KOA fades with Denver sun- 
rise, noise levels do tend to drop. The increasing number of Aussie all-nighters, 
for instance, may produce some great catches. 

The heaviest reporting of stations from Hawaii and beyond tends to be from late 
September to mid-November {or whenever the Midwinter Anomaly sets in. Second in 
frequency would have to be mid-February to early May. A good auroral storm knocking 
out such stations as WCCO often works to KIKI's advantage (out of sheer forgetfulness 
to check WWV, that's been my usual way of discovering that an avroral storm is in 
progreys in the distant northeast, more often than not!). I would venture the com- 
ment that most Southern California loggings of Tonga's ZCO occur during aurora, for 
KGBS on Monday morning precludes reception then, leaving us the prospect of attempting 
to null KSWS in New Mexico with ZDKA comfortably absent. But the total loggings are 
scattered: less than half are concentrated in the key months of October and March. 

The best frequencies? They'll vary. Sometimes the high frequencies will be 
best, with 4QD on 1550 the only audible DU. Or perhaps the low end: with audible 
DU signal available only from 2YC on 660. At other times, it can be just the Zedders 
(780-860-880) or the Aussies (770-840) or Tarawa (844) further up the dial. $0 
another thought: it's a big ocean. Just because the Aussies/the Zedders/Tarawa/or . 
even Nibi-Nibi is rolling in (read: audible for a change), don't expect them all to 
be. Because they won't. 

The likeliest to be rolling in at alls HAWAII. There are 24 remaining targets. 
(It may go back to 25 when the KTRG-990 situation is resolved. Honolulu's telephone— 
talk outlet lost its license last winter, leaving an open frequency on a good dial : 
position), Most often heard on the mainland: KORL-650, KUAI-720, KGU-760, KIKI-830, 
KPUA-970, KHVH-1040, KHAI-1090, KLEI-1130, KOHO-1170, and KZ00-1210. But everyone's 
bade is different, as your local geography eliminates frequencies. Going down the 

ineup: 

At 550, KMVI is the CBS outlet on Maui, licensed to Wailuku, carrying KGMB (Coco- 
nut) news, with an uptempo MOR format that gets more uptempo and less MOR at night. 
From 0800 to 0900 GMT on MMs, it's a possible if you can get by NSP's KAFY, KARI, 
WSAU, and the Cuban - assuming that KOY and WGR have picked that MM for one of their 
irregular shutdowns. I.e., it's tough. 

At 590, KGMB, Honolulu's least uptempo MOR, is more often heard. NSPs include 
KFXM, CKEY, WPLO, and two B.C. stations. <A little easier, 

KORL at 650 used to be best from 1000 to 1045 on the first Monday of the Month 
if you lived near KFI-640; if KFI doesn't present a problem, any MM from 0600-1000 
should do. It's a wall-to-wall station, featuring sleepy to semi-classical mx, with 
news on the hour, and a sign-off policy that has recently shifted from NSP to off 
MM's from 1000-1430, per Paul Lotsof's recent research. It shouldn't be confused 
with WSM or KYAK, as the two co-charmel stations are both country-western at night, 
which certainly makes for contrast. 

At 690, KKUA is imitation. Drake-formatted. Call it RKO General Rock (though 
it really isn't: the home stations are Chenault's two California AMs), or "Much-More- 
Music Top Forty," or what you like. It can hardly be confused with co-channel 
XETRA's Wall-To~Wall Easy Listening format. But it can disappear under XETRA's NSP 
signal, and can't be looped in most of California most of the time. Also NSP, to 
make things interesting, are WTIX, WAPE, and the Cuban. Best bet: when XETRA is 
off on occasional MMs, try for it after 0900 with CBU off. It can be heard well to 
the East with luck and patience. 

KUAI, the little CBS affiliate in Eleele, Kauai, on 720, is commonly reported, 
It can be heard with the Cuban (and/or the two Venezuelans or Colombian) nulled on 
Tuesday mornings from 0700-1130 with WGN off. The music is MOR mixed with whatever 
else strikes the announcer's fancy. 0915 to 0930 is an especially fine tine to listen: 
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Westerners may luck out and pick up 4YZ in New Zealand 
underneath. KUAI is a good bet (but 4Y¥Z isn't). 

On 760, KGU is uptempo MOR with lots of Islander Baseball and High School Football 
during peak reception hours. An NBC affiliate, it carries the Dolly Holiday show in 
the wee hours, HST. If you've never heard a Hawaiian, and you're a Westerner reading 
this in the summer time, try this approach. Get up before KFMB signs on about 0525 
Pacific Daylight Time, and listen. WJR in Detroit fades out in their sunrise as much 
as two hours before from May thru Aug., and the last noise levels of midwestern 
summer weather fade an hour later. That should work several nights a week! KGU is 
off irregularly for transmitter maintenance, by the way, opening up @ clear shot for 
New Zealand's 1¥YA: but more on that later. 5 

When I see KKON reported on 790 in the DX columns, I check to see who's doing the 
reporting. Hawaii's second newest AM station is the toughest. Half-a-dozen NSPs 
make MM reception difficult; a varied evening format of whatever-record-is-on~top 
makes characterization difficult (except to possibly say that they don't try to offend 
anyone with hard rock or country-western); and there's a little problem called moun~ 
tains, KKON is on the Big Island...-and from the mainland it's on the pack side of 
the mountains on Big Island. Which precludes single skip reception even in Southern 
California, It's extra high-angle skip (and possibly two extra skips east of Colorado 
or so) is asking a lot of propagation for a thousand watts on a rather crowded 
frequency. I've heard it often enough in the islands, though it's tougher here. 

Much tougher. 

But KIKI on 830 is one of the easiest. I liked it best when Grant was doing a 
telephone-talk show at night; for the last year or two it's been rocking. A loose, 
rather personality-oriented, top 40, it shares 830 with WCCO, the Cuban, the Colombien 
and the Venezuelan. In California, the average loop does little good: to the east, 
a good loop is probably a necessity to verify this NSP. If all else fails and you 
live in the Southeast, I suspect it may be possible in auroral conditions if you can 
null out the Latins. 

Hilo's KHLO on 850 was an easier catch when it was KIMO, in the eyes of Father 
Jack Pejza, and I very much agree. One possible reason is their expanded sign-off 
schedule. Paul Lotsof noted that they're off MMs from 0530 to 1530; formerly they 
took a shorter 0915-1445 MM break, One result: they're puried under an avalanche 
of competition whenever they're on, including both KOA and KTAC in the West. A 
rocker, they carry Islander Baseball, KGU (Hukilau) News, some NBC, and an occasional 
football game involving a Big Island team in Honolulu, fed by KGU apparently. Let's 
hope they shorten the sign-off period to make this a reasonable catch (in the West, 
anyway): until then, they're a tough catch. 

At 870, KAIM offers commercial religion interspersed by classical or background 
music when they have unsold time blocks. WWL shares the frequency, offering an 0700- 
1100 MM sign-off, and KAIM signs off between 1005 and 1010 depending on how long that 
night's long rendition of SSB runs. For religious // users, Hour of Decision runs at 
0900. Otherwise, the full ID and s/off from 1000-1002 is a solid bet, assuming you 
can null the Cuban with ease. 

KAHU is Hawaii's country-western station, sharing 940 with NSPs, KHOS and WFNC. 
In spite of the Arizonan that shares their format, they are a decent bet from 0830 
when B.C.'s CJIB signs off to their own s/off at 0900 on MMs. Particularly audible 
are their "Kah-hoo" logos, frequently used in their on-the-air promotion. 

KPUA has become an easier Big Island logging at 970. An uptempo MOR offering 
KGMB (Coconut) News at the hour, with some occasional ABC, KPUA signed off at 1000 
my last trip to Hilo, but Paul Lotaof notes that they run AN now. Other NSPs are 
KCHV and KAKC, with three Eastern stations off by 0800 on SM only and three scatter 
outlets off by 0630 on MM. From 0700 on MM's, this should be a decent bet for many 
in the upper Midwest, northern Rockies, and Pacific Northwest. 

I'm happy to report that I couldn't find anyone logging KTRG on 990 in 1971 
issues of either clubs" bulletins. Don't. But watch for some set of call letters 
re-appear on this channel whenever the FCC untangles the situation they created whel 
they re-oved this facility from the airwaves.

__ _KPOH, 1350, is in Litue, Kavai. It used to sign-off at 1000 (midnight, HST); 
if I'm not mistaken, it now signs off an hour earlier...at 0900, as does CJDC in 
B.C. NSPs are KCOR, XEQK, WESY, WSLR, and WSMB. To further complicate the picture, 
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KRLC and WCVU s/off only on SM while CKLB and WIOU are off on MM. It's possible, I 
suppose, on SMs if you can line up a few offending NSPs in the null of your loop, and 
wer this catch on a very auroral night. But it isn't made any easier by an earlier 
s/off. 

On 1380 sits KPOI, long Hawaii's dominant rocker. "Kay-poy" offers news five 
minutes before the hour, is NSP, and is most often heard on MMs after KGMS and WAOK 
reduce the soup level with their 0300 to 0305 s/off's. Best bet: 0310 to 0450 on 
MM with KRKO in Wash. nulled, 

As the last all-Hawaiian music station in the state, KCCN might increase in 
stature as a DX target. At 1420, it shares the honors of NSP with KSTN, KTOE, WHK, 
and either CKPT (off MM) or WBSM (off SM). The mass of low-powered Latin QRM tends 
to be gone by 0900 or 0930, giving KCCN a reasonably good shot for those in the West 
who can line up their loop nulls, especially on auroral nights. 

There's one last station in the Fiftieth State: KUMU on 1500. "Koo-moo music" 
is a soft, conservative, wall-to-wall NSPer, on a frequency with two California 
NSPers, country-western KBBQ and MOR KXRX. The best bet is MM from 0905 to 1100, 
especially audible from such cities as San Diego where both NSPers to the north can 
be nulled simultaneously. Elsewhere, it’s tougher. 

The list above represents most of the Pacific Island potential for most DXers. 
But there are stations further out in the world's vastest ocean, and they are being 
heard by DXers scattered across most of North America. 

The most hunted and most reported station in the Pacific over the last year and 
a half has been TARAWA. It occupies a nice (for most of us) split frequency: 844. 
And it's from an exotic-sounding little place called the Gilbert and Ellice Islands, 
a British Crown Colony best known to stamp collectors and Second World War buffs. 

. If you're new to the hobby and feel that you're chasing stations that all the oldtin— 
ere blithely regard as unneeded, the story of Tarawa receptions should prove of 
intest, 

With barely-noticed advance publicity and no sure word about timing, Colonial 
officials put their 10,000 watt rig on the air. Apparently, Professor Richard Wood, 
then in Honolulu, was tre first DXer to log them. Like a few minutes later. Perhaps 
the Aussies and Zedders were next, but in any case, Richard's reports to the DX pub- 
lications had to wait for the post office to handle the mail. And in the meantime, 
the station had not gone completely unnoticed in the West. Larry Godwin heard it in 
Colorado: thanks to quick phone calls to DXers like Don Kemey, Santa Monica, Calif., 
stating "I-know-what-I'm-hearing-but-eI-can't=believe-it, etc.", many in the West 
logged them that same first night (yours truly included). In Northem California, 
Clarence Freeman discovered them independently. Within two weeks, Tarawa would 
dominate both club's international sections, After so many S7-S6-S9+ reports from 
the West, it was inevitable that interest would soon focus on Eastern receptions. 

Alan Merriman in Virginia was first to hear them and correctly report them; Ben 
Dangerfield in Pa. was first to verify them on the Eastern Seaboard. Near Boston, 
concerned DXers piously gathered in Watertown to pray for WHDH transmitter failure, 
but to no avail. lLoggings were piling up rapidly, until the station could not be 
heard for a few weeks, Tarawa's new facility was undergoing repair. Since then, 
it's been in again, out again, for Tarawa is a long haul from the mainland. 

From September on, Tarawa is especially good from 0800 to 0900 GMT MMs; in any 
case, before WHAS signs on at 1000. (Assuming it doesn't go NSP before you read 
this). In the West, you can listen later: but watch out for KOA's MM OC, normally 
about 1025 or so. Prior to about 0705, KOA's presence and Tocal sunset preclude 
reception. Co-channel problems exist only in the East: Rome-84§ was riding over 
Tarawa-844 on Merriman's first tape! 6840 has two NSPs of note: the Cuban and the 
Colombian, either (or for some, both) easily loopable. 850 offers the same NSPs 
among the Latins, Cuba and Colombia, adding WRAP, WHDH and CKVL (both of whom offer 
SM s/off's ~ the equivalent of MM NSPs). Assuming that you don't live in or to the 
close west of Boston, Montreal, or Norfolk, there's much to be said for spending 
five minutes checking 844 on a MM (in season). 
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Culled from my pen notes and back issues of both clubs! international sections, 
here are typical items heard: native male anner and mx: 0740-0745, male in EE with 
apparent news 0748, ID and/or IS 0800, native male and/or female anner with mx 0800- 
0915, ID and/or IS 0900 and/or 0915, EE language lesson 0915, s/off (GSQ) 0935. Time 
checks are often reported; they're GM? plus 12, which is a little umerving if you're 
not used to hearing GMT on BCB and have to think out all these conversions for every- 
one else. Music does vary: in the Polynesian area, it varies from Hawaiian-sounding 
slaek string to chants to bouncy Tahitian cuts; mix in a few familiar rock cuts, some 
lush intrumental, and some hymns: and let the announcer on the board pick from the 
pile by some unreported selection process. 

This station shook the DX world in early 1970; it's still a fine catch for 
anyone today. (A few DXers have experienced QRM from an alleged Nibi-Nibi station 
near this frequency; in reality, that's only a San Diego pirate that's wandered up 
from its self~assigned 840). 

Until Tarawa went to major~power, the most hunted and often reported mid-Pacific 
station was ZCO, the voice of TONGA Broadcasting Commission. It's been logged in New 
England and the Mid-Atlantic states by DXers who nulled Los Angeles KGBS and sufferred 
through an occasional KDKA or KSWS OC on MM; and by Californians who enjoyed armchair 
reception on any severe auroral night but MM after all-talk KSWS s/off at 1000 (hope- 
fully, they won't go to 1100). The pattern still follows: if you have a loop, knock 
out the Colombian or Venezuelan: on a good South Pacific opening, ZCO is over/under 
KGBS or KDKA depending on your location, loop angles, and the good old aurora. 

In format, it's. rather like Tarawa, except that 1) ZCO carries commercials and, 
2) doesn't offer quite the same "stiff upper lip" EE lesson approach of BBC-supplied 
programming. The IS is weird flute sounds; the slogans include "This is the Call 
of the Friendly Islands" and "This is the Tonga Broadcasting Commission". Best 
reception times: 0715-1015. 

Though both Tarawa and Tonga have dominated as individual DXing targets, the 
most commonly attempted target is NEW ZEALAND. Half a dozen stations occupy the 
spotlight, with others worth noting in passing. Even little 2000 watt 3YW on 1460 
made it to Santa Monica, Calif., on a MM two years ago! 

1YC, the Auckland station on 680, is most commonly reported; often, it's the 
only DU audible on the mainland. It's most commonly heard from 0830 or so to 0930 
on MM with WCBS off (from 0605 to 1130, half an hour past 1YC's 1100 s/off). It's 
a quiet frequency, free of TVI, known for long-haul DXing: Brazil in PP, over/under 
1YC has been reported in Colorado, California, and Hawaii. The most commonly heard 
Peruvian, Radio Union, used to s/off before 1YC fades ins; hopefully, it will continue 
to do so. Midwestern DXers may have to null out adjacent-channel splash from WLS-890 
or WWL-870 to get needed quiet: but in a prolonged period of solar quiet, with very 
low readings, this is the one to watch. Key items of programming: the 0830 News 
followéd by classical music and a male anncr thru to the 0900 ID and its five or six 
pips, several seconds apart, that sound somewhat like under-modulated bird whistles. 
Standard reception pattern: ten to forty seconds of legible copy followed by two to 
six minutes of the most frustrating weak static imagineable. (I've never heard the 
full ID, but then signals always fade just before or during an IS for me!). There's 
an element of challenge here. 

If 880 strikes you as challenging, some of the others are downright frustrating. 
The best thing I can say about 4YA on 780, 1YA on 760, 3YA on 690, and 1YZ on 860 is 
that they tend to run somewhat //. Each offers news at 0833 and weather following 
station identification at 0900. Well, one by one. We discussed 690 in reference to 
KKUA and 760 in reference to KGU: now add a few skips to complicate reception diffi- 
culties, and the blithe assumption on my part that 1YA is most audible on the West 
Coast in summer just prior to KFMB-760 signing on. But these do get out: Dangerfield 
got a clear 0900 report on 4YA in Pennsylvania on a MM in February and again two 
weeks later at 0815 in March, and his experience is hardly unique. Traces of skill 
and blind luck maybe, but hardly unique. 780 isn't a bad frequency, however; I 
regard it as a little noisier than 880 with several Latins that have to be nulled: 
Ecos del Torbes, the Venezuelan; and the inevitable Cuban pest. After its s/on, 

ZBVI in the British Virgin Islands, presents problems if it's totally unneeded. 
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So here's a frequency that actually works to an Easterner's advantage, as he can line 
up the two key Latin probl ms in one null! Then there is 1YZ on 860, occasionally 
reported via //'s, on good Zedder nights. With KONO off on Tuesdays, and KTRB an 
NSP - with a few Latins to keep it company, I've never been lucky enough to log it. 
The same applies to 1ZB on 1070, occasionally heard on the West Coast on auroral 

MMs with KNX off. 

One New Zealand development to watch: the NZBC plans to put a 50,000 watter on 
540 kHz. And it could be quite a likely catch on a low-band opening! 

But there's one other Zedder that shouldn't be overlooked, 2Y¥C, the §0,900 att 
pewariouse in Wellington on G60. One of ey farerite otorlea on oy mm bod habit of

Then there's the SOLOMON ISLANDS, Larry Godwin in Colorado caught the 
Solomon Islands Broadcasting Service ID at 0900 one February MM. It's Honiara 
at 1030 with native music or talk likeliest, and heard with WBZ and KTWO off. 

I assume reception in the late fall or late winter feasable as early as 0815 
after KTWO's sign-off. But conditions have to be superb. 

I can't recall any reports in recent years of mainland reception of GUAM's 
KUAM at 610, MIDWAY's KMTH at 900, NEW CALEDONIA's ORTF Noumea at 670, COOK 
ISLANDS' ZK1ZC, Raratonga, at 600, or the like. Nor do I plan to hold my breath 
waiting to see such loggings, either. 

Prospects for the future? 

What can be expected over the next few years? ‘Two sets of thoughts. First, 
the target lineup: the anticipated 50 kw. Zedder on 540 and the power increases 
in the U.S. Trust Territory (Majuro on 1439-1440 from 1 to 10 kw., etc.) should 
provide new targets. It's quite possible that the French will raise Tahiti's 
power from 4 kw. to something on the order of 20 kw, as they did in New Cale- 
donia -- especially as the outer islands develop economically with increased 
tourism. Then there's Fiji, with three new EE outlets into the planning or 
construction stages. Later s/off's for many outlets are also a possibility - 
but they're also a possibility among those North American stations who aren't 
NSP now, as the economy improves. So the targets are bound to shift, perhaps 
as dramatically as they did two years ago when Tarawa's brand new signal rolled 
across the Pacific like a tidal wave, 

The other item is cyclical, and far beyond the control of the dozens of 
station general managers in question. A little matter of sunspots. Over the 
next four years or so, sunspot activity is slated to decline. And with this 
decline, more and longer periods of auroral quiet - the sort of low noise levels 
that increase the likelihood of multi-skip receptions being audible more often. 
In contrast, a decline in the frequency of auroral blankets that eliminate many 
of the clear-channel pests from the northeastern third of the country and adja- 
cent Canada, making possible the armchair reception of single-skip Hawaiians 
that roll into the Pacific states on occasion, But on balance, better recep- 
tion, more often, for more DXers, though the likelihood of logging forty DUs 
in a night from the West Coast will diminish, as this sort of spectacle only 
occurs when a deep aurora leaves over a dozen frequencies clear of normal 
interference, 

OK, suppose you've discovered a good mid-Pacific opening. Say it's your 
first clear audio from Honolulu. What do you do from there? Every area of 
North America offers different possibilities and different likelihoods of 
reception, as you may be able to lineup two or three difficult NSPs in the null 
of your loop in a fashion shared by few other DXers, Consider making up a 
list like the one below for your MM dial—tunings: 


GMT (trom Newport Beach, Calif.; Sept. thru April} 


0500 on Check KORL vs. KYAK vs. WSM under nulled KFI splash for openings, 640. 
tt 


Check KIKI vs. WCCO (unloopable) for relative signal strength, 830. 
If KYAK looks promising, it's a potential TP night. If KORL and/or 
KIKI: spend some more time on the Hawaiians or DUs! For instances 
0730-0930 Check Tarawa at 844 for two seven minute spurts, a rule with all DUs 


on nights with potential that haven't already proven out to be superb. 


0750-1015 Check for ZCO, Tonga, at 1020 if KGBS and KSWS aren't problems, hi. 

0800-0900 Check KMVI under looped KAFY if KOY and WGR off at 550. 

0800-0900 Check KGMB under Canadians with KFXM looped at 590. 

0800-1100 Check KGU vs. unloopable WJR and flip loop to check for TPs or West 
Indians depending on timing on 760.

0830-1100 Try 4QD with KKHI off at 1550, but cheek for Siberian as well, 
0845-0935 Check for 1YC, with careful looping on 880. 

0900-1200 If XETRA is off, try looping the Cuban for KKUA on 690. 


It won't take much effort to improve and lengthen this list and adapt it to 
your location. Unless you happen to live in certain parts of Southern Califomia, 
it probably won't apply to you anyway, in total. Moreover, such lists constantly 
need updating as station schedules change. But the concept remains the same: 
make up such lists, keep them as up-to-date as you can, so that when you hit a 
good mid-Pacific opening, you'll know how to take advantage of it while it's 
around, 

Sometimes you'll find a low-band opening, the 500's and 600's. At other 
times, the 1500's will be best. Personally, I most enjoy sitting on the mid-dial 
clears and splits. And remember that just because one area comes in, you can't 
expect all of them, because the Pacific is a mighty big ocean. So search several 
likely frequencies, from several different areas, for five to ten minutes each - 
if only because the sheer multi-skip patterns make for some long, deep fades. 

In conclusion, I'd like to mention that I've used a number of fellow DXers! 
reports in compiling this feature. Giving credit where it's due, among those 
quoted, misquoted, or alluded to as reporters and/or editors, would: Bartels, 
Dangerfield, Foxworth, Freeman, Garber, Godwin, Hauser, Kane, Kelley, Kenney, 
Lotsof, Martin, Merriman, Millar, Morss, Nelson, Oldfield, Peterson, Pejza, 

Page Taylor, and Wood. With apologies to whomever I left out.

GOD'S NARROWS TO YELLOWKNIFE - AN ''AURORAL 
DONUT HOLE" RECEPTION? 

One of the interesting points brought up during the extensive discussions of MW DX 
propagation at the last NRC Convention was the possibility of DX reception inside 
the auroral oval. Although we have concentrated our attention on the southward 
advance of auroral-induced absorption and its resulting effects on BCB reception 
in our past articles on auroral phenomena, the next installment of the Aurora 
article will emphasize the fact that the ''Auroral Ring" is just that - a ring-shaped 
region of absorption with a "hole! lacking absorption in the center in the very Far 
North, Therefore, if you proceed far enough North during an auroral/ geomagnetic 
storm, you'll eventually come into an area where the absorption will vanish again. 
The "hole! is technically called the "Polar Cap Region" and it should be possible 
to take advantage of this nonabsorbing region for reception in the very high latitude 
areas. Many of Leo Fox's receptions from the Yukon were through the Polar Cap 
some years ago, as are many North American catches noted in Finland & Sweden... 
Morris's CFYK reception is very likely to be just such a ''donut hole" reception as 
diagrammed by Randy Kane below:
